4/9 (44.4%) members chosen directly by cities of Tiffin and 
Fostoria.

5/9 (55.6%) members chosen by 24-member district 
advisory council. 

County has 1/24 votes on each of the five members appointed 
by the DAC.

(1/24) * 55.6% = 2.3% representation

This does not always work this way, as not all representatives 
attend DAC meetings. When a quorum is not reached, a five-
person executive committee can be formed to make 
appointments to the health board, changing this calculation.
